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THREATENED ELIMINATION OF GOD AND RELIGION 


It is no uncommon thing for a member of a religious organiza- 
tion or orthodox church to confuse the principles and laws upon 
which the organization has been founded with the theories or acts of 
Some otiicial or other member of the same body and threaten with- 
drawal irom the body. I! some personal grievance alone 1s respon- 
SIble for the withdrawal of that member from the body and for his 
repudiation of his obligations, he 1s apt to become good material for 
the exploitation of certain classes of atheists or materialists who 
are, as they express it, *fout for the ehmination of God and all reli- 
gion”. The first and foremost religious obhgation of that one is the 
maintenance ot those principles and laws, and nothing or no one 
should be permitted to conflict with them. If he holds to a person- 
al grievance, a hatred ior the offender will almost invariably result, 
and hate will vitiate and weaken or kill the natural rehgious in- 
stinct in man. 

There have recently sprung up in many lands large bodies of 
men and women who have destroyed that natural rehgious instinct 
48 a result of hatred for other men or institutions, and who have be- 
come a menace to all religious bodies. 

Denial of the existence of God is the main tactor in the des- 
truction of the religious instinect of the soul. This minstinct has de- 
veloped in man as a result of the soul's intuitive perception of the 
relation which actually exists between the divine and human nature 
of man—the relation between God and man. With the denial of 
that relationship by humanity in general it would indeed become 
the great orphan” that it is sometimes termed. No man can 
measure the injury which may result to a people who have repudiat- 
ed that relationship. It is not surprising that those who have 80 
k11led out that natural instinct should feel impelled to assoclate to- 
gether in order to endeavor to prove their own contentions to them- 
:elves and, if possible, prove them to the world in general. It can 
never be possible to do 80 from the universal view point. It is only 
In certain individual cases that 8xuch arguments can avail. The 
Bible, the Vedas, the Upanishads, and many other sacred works up- 
on which great religions have been built up convey the same 1dea in 
relation to the existence of a Supreme Being. Too many millions ol 
numan beings in different parts of the world are devoted to the deep 
=piritual truths enunciated by the Great Souls who have given these 
8ystems of religion to the world to make possible the elimination of 
revealed religion by the comparatively few who have set out to des- 
roy It. 

Of you individually and collectively to whom I s8peak I would 
ask, are you willing to accept a theory that the most highly develop- 
ed and spiritually evolved people of the present age should be viol- 
ently transferred to Devachan or some other state of life to gratity 
the hate of the comparatively few? This is practically one object 
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of the irreligious,unmoral elements of the present humanity who de- 
sIre to eliminate God and rehgion from the earth. Disguise it as 
they may, their primal intention 1s the unlawful seizing of all the 
material means and advantages gained by the labor of the moral and 
retgious classes of people. 

When you think of the present day worship of the God of 
Mammon” by the masses of mankind and the apparent indifference 
of the same to the rehgion of their fathers, does it not strike a dis- 
cordant note in the &ymphony of your soul and make you realize that 
a vast respons1bility 1s resting upon you to help to meet and con- 
quer the destroyers of beheft in God and in the religion which has 
been tounded upon Divine Law ? 

Unless vou have destroyed the bridge between your s0ul and bo- 
ay, you cannot ehminate your belief in a Supreme Being, a God, 
whether that belief 1s based on a personal God, a Hierarchy of Di- 
vine Beings, or upon the Higher Self of each one. The law of evolu- 
tion alone would compel your behet in such a Being, if you accept 
its decrees. | 

The time 18s coming when you will be compelled to attirm or deny 
vour behef in that Supreme Being. The First Born Son of God”, 
the Christ, will appear in concrete form again, when His cycle op- 
ens, as it has appeared again and again in the past ; but this time 1! 
will be infinite in express1on of the radiance of His Selthood, the cen- 
ter of the effulgence of Divine Love. Even in xuch a hmited ex- 
press10n of the truth as 1s contained in this message, does it not 
help you to realize that it will be something more than an abstract 
principle that will speak to the soul in no uncertain tones when the 
words *My Child” shall fall on your ears on the day of your last In- 
itiation? It requires something more than a dissertation on ab- 
stract principles to bring home to your soul the truth that there 1s 
actually a Supreme Being who is in a definite relation to you and all 
created things, and that something is the silent voice in the s8oul 
which I have here termed the rehgious instinct, the recognition of 
that relationship and desire for consc1lous service.

The last Serious 
change occurred some 12,000 years ago, and was tollowed by the 
submers1ion of Plato's little Atlantic island, which he calls Atlantis 
after its parent continent. Geography was part of the mysteries, 1n 
days of old. Says the Zohar (111, fol. 10a) : The secrets (ot land and 
Sea) were divulged to the men of the secret science, but not to the 
geographers.” ” 

On page 141, Vol. II, we find the following :— 

"The Deluge” is undeniably an universal tradition. *Glacial 
periods” were numerous, and 80 were the Deluges', for various rea- 
80ns. Stockwell and Croll enumerate some half dozen Glacial Pert- 
ods and subsequent deluges—the earliest of all being dated by them 
850,000 and the last about 100,000 years ago. But which was our 
Deluge? Assuredly the former, the one which Uo this date remains 
recorded in the traditions of all the peoples, from the remotest an- 
tiquity ; the one that finally swept away the last peninsulas of At- 
lantis, beginning with Ruta and Daitya and ending with the (com- 
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paratively) small island mentioned by Plato. This 1s shown by the 
agreement of certain details in all the legends. It was the last of 
its g1gantic character. The little deluge, the traces of which Baron 
Bunsen found in Central As1a, and which he places at about 10,000 
vears B. C., had nothing to do with either the semi-universal Deluge 
or Noah's flood—the latter being a purely mythical-rendering of old 
traditions—nor even with the submersion of the last Atlantean 
island; at least only a moral connection. Our Fifth Race (the non- 
initiated portions), hearing of many deluges, confused them, and 
now know but one. This altered the whole aspect of the globe in its 
interchange and s$hitting of land and sea.” 

El8ewhere we read— 

The apes are the only species among the animals which has 
gradually and with every generation and variety tended more and 
more to return to the original type of its male ioretather—the dark 
glgantic Lemurian and Atlantean.” 

Page 220, Vol. II, says: *The Sons of God' and the Sacred Is]- 
and”. The legend given in Isis ir relation to a portion of the globe 
which =sclence now concedes to have been the cradle of humanity — 
though 1t 1s but one of the seven cradles, in truth—ran, condens?d, 
and now explained, as follows :— 

"Tradition 8ays, and the records of the Great Book (the Book of 
Dzvan) explain that long before the days of Ad-am and his inquis1- 
tive wite, He-va, where now are found but salt lakes and desolate 
barren deserts there was a vast inland sea, which extended over Mid- 
ale Ala, north of the proud Himalayan range and its western pro- 
longation. An island, which for its unparalleled beauty had no r1- 
val in the world, was inhabited by the last remnant of the race 
which preceded ours. 

"The last remnant* meant the Sons of Will and Yoga', who, 
with a tew tribes, survived the great cataclysm. For it is the Third 
tace which inhabited the great Lemurian continent, that preceded 
the veritable and complete human races—the Fourth and the Fitth. 
Therefore it was s8a1d in Isis that — 

"This race could hve with equal ease in water, alr, or fire, for it 
had an unhmited control over the elements. These were the Sons 
ot (Gr0d”, not those who saw the daughters of men, but the real Elo- 
him, though in the oriental Kabala they have another name. It was 
they who imparted Nature's most wierd secrets to men and revealed 
to them the ineffable and now lost word” ”. : 

The 'Island”, according to. behef, exists to the present hour, now 
as8 an oasIls Surrounded by the dreadful wildernesses of the great 
Desert, the Gobi—whose sands no foot hath crossed in the memory 
of man”. 

"This word, which is no word, has travelled once around the 
globe, and still lingers as a far-off dying echo in the hearts of some 
privileged men. The hierophants of all the Sacerdotal Colleges 
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were aware of the ex1istence of this island; but the *fword”” was 
known only to the Java Aleim (Maha Chohan in another tongue), 
or chiet lord of every college, and was passed to his successor only at 
the moment of death. There were many such colleges, and the old 
classlc authors speak of them. | 

*Fnere was no communication with the fair island by sea, but 
subterranlan passages, known only to the chiefs, communicated 
with 1t in all directions. ' ”” 

On page 250, Vol. 11, we read that the last remnants of the 
great Continent of Atlantis sunk 850,000 years ago, also that *fdur- 
ing the middle period of the Lemuro-Atlantean Race, three and a 
halt Races atter the Genes1s of man, the KEarth, man, and every- 
thing on the Globe was of a still grosser and more material nature 
(than previously), while such things as corals and some $shells were 
st11] 1n a semi-gelatinous state. The cycles that intervened since 
then have alreadv carried us onward, on the opposite ascending arc, 
Some $Steps toward our dematerialization, as the spiritualists would

THE MYSTICAL MEANING OF JONAH 
VI 


The twelve disciples of Jesus, he himself making the thirteenth 
as the 8un—Son—, in the symbology correspond to the twelve 81gns 
of. the Zodiac which, as we see, symbolize, and in actuality are, the 
*abiding places” of the Twelve Orders of Life. When one becomes 
a conscious disciple of the Christ he has entered the cycle of his 
80nship with God, which means that he has entered upon the last 
lap of his conquest of mortality, the end of which is spiritual ruler- 
Ship. That the New Testament writers understood this is plainly 
indicated in Matt. 19:28 where 1t says: 
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*Verily, I sav unto you that ve who have tollowed me, in the re- 

reneration, when the Son of Man shall sit on the throne ot his glory, 
ve shall also sit upon twelve thrones, judging the twelve tribes of 
[sreal. 
There 1s no historical evidence whatever that there ever were 
' twelve tribes of the Isreahtes. It has been pointed out by many 
writers that these twelve tribes are the twelve slgns of the Zodiac, 
Jacob having had eleven sons and one daughter, the daughter —Din- 
ah—being the s1gn Virgo. This 1s plainly indicated by the story 
that Dinah's virginity was violated by Is8achar. Iss8achar was the 
ninth son of Jacob; and the ninth s1en of the Zodiac 1s Sagittarius, 
whereunder the angel is mated with the beast. The nickname ap- 
plied to Issachar 1s Hamor, the jackass, which 1s a direct reterence 
to the Centaur of the s1gn Sagittarius. 

In this passage from Matthew it 1s implied that each s80ul wins 
its crown within a particular s1gn, possIlbly passing into Mastery 
within the sign under which 1t first incarnated. It never changes 
the x1en of its mortal nativity during 1ts cycle. of incarnations, just 
as 1t does not chanze the Ray of its spiritual nativity during a Man- 
vantara, tho it passes thru all Rays and all s1gns. 

In Rev. 5:5 we read: *And one of the e1des said unto me, Weep 
not ; behold the Lion that 1s of the tribe of Judah, the Root of David, 
hath overcome to open the book and the seven seals thereot . ” 

It 1t be true that we come to sit upon one of the twelve thrones 
by winning the last initiation under the s1gn of our mortal nativity. 
here 18 an astrological indication that Jesus made his ascent under 
the s1gn Leo, whose month 1s August. If the passage in Matthew 
he taken as 1t seems to imply, August would be Jesus' birth month. 
The December date set for his birth is solar myth pure and simple. 
zut this astrological reference 80 corresponds to the s0lar myth that 
places his birth in December and his resurrection at the Vernal 
Equinox, ftrom which he *ascended into heaven” in the tull glory of 
the Summer Solstice, that it may have no historical reference to his 
birth s1gn or birth month, tho for every symbol there are several 
keys. TIt 1s rather a rule in mystical writing that if a seeming his- 
torical tact is stated we are expected to look within it for the s&vmbol, 
and it a $ymbol is stated we are expected to find its reference to 
either historical or material fact. At any rate, the subject matter 
in both of these passages is astrological and likewise evolutional. 

In all this we have apparently digressed widely from a com- 
mentary on the story of Jonah and the whale”. But the digression 
1s more apparent than real, as a moment's reflection will prove, es- 
pecially it we eliminate the whale”. 

When Jonah preached the good tidings in the city of his dis- 
cipleship and the people of Eve gave heed, the record says that thev 
"believed God and they put on sackcloth and ashes” TIt goes on to 
say, *And the tidings reached the king,” and he fasted and put on 
Sackecloth and ashes. Then he issued this most peculiar and interes- 
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ting proclamation, *©Let neither man nor beast, herd nor flock taste 
anything ; let them not feed nor drink watex ; but let them be cover- 
ed with sackcloth, both man and beast, and let them cry mightily un- 
to God.” 

What a ludicruous slght there must have been in the city of man's 
provoking rib when the dogs wore sackecloth and ashes; when the 
donkeys sat on their hunkers and braved and the cows stood on the 
hilltops and bawled mightily unto God because they were $0 wicked ; 
when the geese that cackled at four P. M. and woke the king stood 
and wept betore the choice puddle they had no heart to 8wim in; 
when the camel that bit his master's arm 80bbed against the city's 
ratepost over the violence that was in his mouth; and the temple 
mouse sat on the doorstep ard sobbed in fittul squeaks over his s1ns 
of commiss1on againt the temple furniture. Alas, alas, it was a $0r- 
rv dav amongst the I-s8er humanity in the olden city of Nin! Pro- 
vided we accept the interpretation ot the hteralsts. 

[f we do accept 1t there 18 no escape, unless the animals did not 
know how to don sackcloth and ashes and weep over their sins just 
as animals would not know today, or else they rebelled and 80 saved 
the faces of the literalists. But there is no suech fortune. The 
author of Jonah pursucs his record to the penitent end. He goes on 
to 8av, *And God saw their works that they turned from their evil 
way ! There 1s no question about it; they all-—man, horse, dog, 
Sheep, and donkey — worked the works of penitence. But what does 
it mean ? 

In order to answer this we shall have to inquire into the rela- 
tionship between man and the animals. If the relationship were as 
remote as orthodoxy would have it, man being a creation unique, 
wholly separate trom all else, then we must have found the joker at 
last in the story of Jonah. But the Secret Doctrine intorms us that 
the relationship is rather close, and with this instruction the known 
phys1ical tacts agree. ' It is an evolutional relationship; but man 
did not come from the animals, as material sclence would have it. 

How could a ccll of protoplasm look down the million ages be- 
[ore it and know to become a man? The propoxsition that it could 
and did 1s born of such a vacuity in perception as would disgrace a 
kiddie. He at least knows that his feet are not walking him; he 18 
doing the walking. If a cell of protoplasm 1is\to become a man, and 
that by a succession of perfecting steps over millions of years,  per- 
torce the Power of the Man must transcend the protoplasm. In 
which case Reality is not protoplastic; it is Human. In short, Man is 
one Entity of an entitised, universal, and immortal Life, clothing It- 
Selt in myriads of forms in the realms of mortality. 

In the earth life the Man Mind is the King Mind. Its roots and 
Hranches penetrate all the realms of nature, and between it and the 
animals there is a most intimate life relationship—a brotherhoovd 
Separated by a line of demarkation very thin in some instances ant 
verv. thick in others. The striking and thoroughly proven parallels 
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in anatomy between man and the animals make this evident, to s8ay 
nothing of the striking parallels in traits of character. 

There is room only to touch on this point here and on the ques- 
tion of special creation vs. evolution which 1s raised by it. _'Theo- 
SOpPhy rejects both, in the forms held by their proponents, but com- 
bines the salient features of each in a two-fold concept. There 1s 
enough evidence of spec1al creation in the Bible to satis{y the theo- 
logians, but the implicatons in conneciion with the passages carry - 
ing it are a closed book to the theological mind. As to evolution, at 
least one Bible writer has been mindful of an evolving soul in man, 
as we discover in following the fortunes of Jonah. In fact, the 
whole storyv of Jonah 1s strung on the cord of an evolving humanity . 

It we assxume that the animals came from man, or that Man. 
the Immortal Life, came irom or, rather, thru the animals, leaving 
in either case the lower traits in the higher hte form, it follows that 
before man can pass thru the cycle of redemption, which 1s the 40 
Days of the Spiritual Man, and enter into Nineveh, the City of The 
Soul, he must sacrifice these traits pass1on by pass1on, animal by an- 
imal, as it were, at the call of Jonah, the Christ-consclous man. That 
is what the author of Jonah 1s talking about. It is what makes 
Sense out of what 1s otherwise nonsense, taking the story as it 
reads hterally. 

These *animals” are the *beast” of John's Revelation, and they 
must be hterally starved out, denied the tood of materialization and 
the waters of generation, that the Son of divine knowledge be born 
in man. This is why the proclamation of the king that the animals 
were not to *fteed nor drink water. 

Such 1s the meaning of the sacritice of animals in the myster- 
les. It never has had the shightest reference to the Slaughtering ot 
the dumb beasts. That practice, as evil and repulsive as meaning- 
less, has grown up amongst religions and peoples when the true 
meaning has been lost and the decadent forms taken hold of by dug- 
pas. TIt has been launched and perpetuated in response to the de- 
sIres and appetites of that very lower man, *the beast”, who should 
be sacrificed to the Spirit. 

Nothing has been more degraded and misunderstood than the 
mystical blood sacrifice. It has nothing whatever to do with the 
murder, by crucifixion or otherwi1se, of animal or man; that is crime 
pure and simple. The blood stream 1s the carrier of the mortal man ; 
in it he hves, moves and begets his kind. For this reason the Rabbis 
called Adam *©the blood of the world.” In the blood stream are 
carried man's pass1ons, his deslires, loves, hates physical peculiari- 
ties, traits of character and diseases. It is Adam's sea of mortality, 
lying on the physical plane. Because of his inherent nature and be- 
cause of the inescapable necessity for his redemption by trans- 
mutation, the mortal man 1s at unceasing warfare with the Divine 
man . (continued )

Thursday's Session 


The day was given to the all-day picnic at the beach which 1s 
the estabhshed custom tor one day of convention week. With its 
good tellowship and good times together, it is far trom the least pro- 
fitable of all the meetings of convention. The day this time was en- 
Iivened by the presence of Sigurd Varian's airplane, and with bath- 
ing and flying added to the more ordinary pleasures of beach and 
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and dunes, a happy good time was enjoyed by all, and all carried 
away a sense of closer unity and sohdarity . 


Friday Morning Sess1on 


Beginning at 10:30 at the Memorial Temple, this meeting was 
given to the subject of Temple Fundamentals”. A short time was 
allotted to each of three speakers.

The hour from 3 p. m. was given to a talk by Mr. George Millar 
on **The Evolution of the Monad”, who presented this scientific 8ub- 
ject very interestingly and convincingly. There was also good mu- 
Sic turnished for this meeting, including solos by John Varian and 
Ellen Janson Browne. 


Friday Evening Sess1on 
This evening was given to a meeting at the Memorial Temple 
of the Orders of the 14 and 28 in a combined sesslon. It was a pri- 
vate meeting for the members of those inner orders only and was 
most helptul to them. 


Saturday Afternoon Session 


This meeting, at 3 p. m. at the Memorial Temple, was given to 
the subject of social sclience and was presided over by Mr. Sydney 
Hillyard. There were three speakers, each allotted a few moments. 

The first talk was by Mr. Fred Johnson, of Nova Scotia, Cana- 
da, who gave a briet report on the work Canada 1s doing for her re- 
turned 80ldiers by placing them on the land and helping them get 
Started tarming. The Soldier Settlement Board, however, is now 
merged under the head of the Immigration Department ; and Cana- 
da and England have entered into an agreement, called The British 
Emigrant Land Settlement Scheme, for the purpose of bringing fa- 
milies trom Great Britain to Canada and settling them on the land. 
England 1s s8upplying the money to equip and establisch them, and 
Canada is furnishing the farms. 

Henry Cowell spoke on the problems of the musician and the 
difficulties of s8ecuring a hvelihood for the present day composer un- 
der a democracy as compared with the times of the more paternal 
torms of government, when the genius of a composer was fostered 
and devotion to his art made possIible by the support of some baron 
or the patronage of some man of wealth. 

Mr. Russell Varian 8poke on the problems of education and the 
lack of a synthetic view-point in teaching the coming citizens. He 
deplored the fact that all the educational methods are aimed at fit- 
ting the young person for success in making a living, making an in- 
dividualist out of him instead of a collectivist. There is little or no 
teaching to impress the young with their responsibility to the folk, 
to the community and the world, the stress being put upon individu- 
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al success rather than use and service to the world. 

There were several fine musical numbers with this meeting— 
two or three piano solos by Henry Cowell, a s8ong by John varian, 
and a violin s8olo by Leo Linder. 


Saturday Evening Sess1on 


The entire evening was given to a recital by Henry Cowell and 
Leo Linder at the Memorial Temple. Word went out that we were 
to be favored by our young composer and his viohnist itriend, and a 
large audience came irom 8surrounding towns, as well as our own 
people, 80 that the Loom was filled. Mr. Cowell played his own mu- 
$1C exclusively, with a wide range of subject and treatment, from 
the thunders of *The Tides of Mananan”, played with tull tore-arm, 
lo the wierd Banshee”, played entirely .on the strings of the piano. 
He was gencrous with his numbers, as he always 1s, and most of the 
program was greatly enjoyed, although not all appreciate his par- 
ticular and peculiar type of music. Mr. Linder gave several de- 
Iighttul violin solos, some of them of his own composition. Al 
tnough he was a comparative strangecr to us, he won his audience at 
once by. his delicacy and depth of feeling and expression. This be- 
ing the second recital he has given us within a few months, he has 
endeared himselt to the Temple people. A grand piano has been 
moved into the temple lor the occasion and will be allowed to remain 
indefinitely . 


:unday Afternoon Sess1on 


This was the last meeting of the convention, beginning at 3 Þ. 
m., in the Temple. On this last Sunday of convention week each 
vear we always want to hear expresslons of thought and teehng 
;rom as many of the comrades as possible and have a 8sy mposlum 
with brief bits from many speakers. We linger on and on, loath tv 
part and with growing sense of the love and fellowship of comrades 
and mounting enthusiasm for the great work. Among the speak- 
ers called upon who responded happily were, Dr. G. B. Little, Mrs. 
Marie Elizabeth Lamb, Mrs. Jane W. Dower, Hans Genck, George 
tt. Bailey, Clarence Dennis, and William H. Townsend. Numerous 
letters and telegrams of greetings from all parts of the country 
were read at this meeting and added much to our sense of a unified 
vivitied whole. 

The committee in charge of the music for the day had muster- 
ed all the musicians and singers, and there was an extensive Ppro- 
gram of the finest.

We have recently received two books by Coulson Turnbull, well 
known lecturer and writer on astrological and mystical subjects, 
{rom the Gnostic Press, Orange, California. *The Life and Teach- 
ings of Giordano Bruno” 1s a masterpiece in subject, treatment and 
influence, a book worth while, one which, taken in hand, holds the 
interest until it 1s finished at one sitting.
